OF  THE  DIFFERENT  PARTE  OF  A 
GOVERNMENT 

Uovrrnuient  falls  naturally  into  tbrr<* 
different  deportment* :  Tlml  pari  which 
iu*km  the  law*  ,  that  which  execute*  them, 
ur  cairiaaThcm  lata  effect  ;  and  that  which 
administers  justice.  ui  applies  the  law*  lx 
twaon  man  and  won. 

la  urdar  to  uiaiutaia  a  Iran  or  popular 
gwferuuuiat,  >1  la  necessary  lhal  liu-eu  pox 
er*  ahall  ha  lodged  in  diffvreiit  hand*  ,  that 
tha  body  which  uiakea  tne  lawa  ahall  have 
nothing  vo  do  with  tli/-n  enforcement  ,  and 
that  tha  )udg«a  ahall  ha  a  body  mdepeud 
ant  a!  troth  tba  legislative  and  tha  execu 
tire  branches  of  th«  gavrruinc-nt.  Where 
thia  difiaiou  ol  power*  i*  well  established 
and  carefully  guarded,  if  at  tba  aame  time 
tha  nation  haa  sufficient  intelligence  and 
public  apirit  to  hold  tha  ruler*  it  cbu«s«s 
to  a  aUtoi  account,  a  people'*  liberties  ore 
reasonably  aeeurr,  and  they  are  able  In 
make  their  government  n*  honest  and  till 
oinnt  a*  they  plnn»e  to  have  It  for  at  the 
election*  they  are  able  to  remove  ihmr 
legialator*  who  auactod  bad  law*^  or  that 
executive officer  whocarelesaly  or  wickedly 
failed  in  thn  proper  enlurccmant  of  the 
law*.  Thua  the  people  not  only  rule,  bur 
are  eaaily  able  to  distinguish  where 
tha  fault  of  miagoverniucnt  lit*,  and  to 
apply  tha  lemodv.  In  our  own  govern- 
meut,  this  great  diviai  in  oi  power*  la  vary 
clearly  made,  in  the  Federal  Government 
Congre*a  enacta  the  lawa,  but  can  not  exe¬ 
cute  or  enforce  them;  the  Provident  en 
force*  tha  law*,  but  ha  doe*  not  make 
them;  and  tbecourteof  the  l  olled  State* 
construe  the  Federal  law*,  and  apply  them 
In  diaputed  c  tarn. 

There  la  n  atill  tnrther  subdivision, 
which  in  ol  equal  importance  to  good 
government,  and  which  i*  called  Ilia* 
TUALILATIOM. 
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ON  DECENTRALIZATION. 

It  ha*  been  found  odviaahle,  hy  ripen 
once,  to  Mill  further  *ubdivide  the  power* 
neonaanrily  intrusted  to  government  ;  t** 
limit  the  general,  or,  -an  it  la  wewwlly  called, 
the  ceatral  government,  to  the  p-if'iirci  nee 
of  certain  office*  or  duties  which  apply 
equally  to  nil  parts  of  the  nation  ;  and  to 
ooafirie  other  power*  and  dutir*,  having 
only  a  local  application,  to  Kulxmlinate, 
bat  in  thatr  spline  uidrp-  udent  govern- 
men  to. 

Thus  in  our  own  system,  the  Federal 
Government  nt  Washington  exercise*  pow 
are  vary  atrictly  limited,  leaving  others  to 
thn  Mat#  government* ;  and  yet  other*  to 
tha  county  and  even  U»  tha  township  gov- 
ernmonta. 

Thia  *ohdiviaion  r>f  power  •*>!  authority 
ia  called  DecfBlralizalMn  ;  a  id  experience 
baa  ahown  that  this  political  device  is  ot 
extreme  importance, lor  two  reasons  Firal, 
it  »•  a  powerful  and  the  lx-«t  mean*  ot 
training  a  people  to  efficient  political 
fon  and  the  art  of  nclt  government ;  and, 
second,  it  present*  constant  and  iiupoitant 
barncrw  to  the  i-ncro  iLhincut  of  ruler*  upon 
the  right*  and  litiertiew  ot  the  n«tior,i 
every  subdivision  forming  a  ktronghol  I  ot 
rt*l*taocc  by  the  people  against  uuju*l  or 
wicked  ruler*. 

T  -itr  nolire  that  auy  svsU-in  d  guretu- 
mmi  laexceilert  in  the  precise  d-  gi  *  in 
which  it  naturally  trains  the  p  .p  e  in 
political-  imlepeud.  oi  e,  anti  habiluab* 
them  to  lake  an  active  part  in  governing 
themwlve*.  Whatever  plan  of  govern 
ment  tloea  thia  iu  a  high  degree  i*  g  ..id 
no  matter  what  it  may  be  callrd ;  thnt 
which  avoid*  thia  ia  neoraaanly  bad. 

Dnan  ban  lar  many  y»*r*  ana  a  glaring  | 
rxsmle  of  n  moat  vicious  system  of  gnv  ] 
eramrnt,  and  thia  u  ider  the  sb-cailrd 
republic  aa  well  a*  under  the  empire,  lx 
cause  her  Republican  rulers,  aa  milch  a* 
her  emperors,  rejected  drc»ntr«lir*t  mu 
and  local  *elf  government,  and  adhered  to 
a  system  of  ceutraiiaaiiuu,  wb.rh  mad'* 
and  Ht-k  *  liberty  impossible.  For  iu 
Franca  the  central  go  erament  appoint*  ill 
the  local  officer*.  and  the  condition  tt> ■  r .• 
it  aa  though  the  Presid*  nt  of  the  Uuite  I 
States  should  appoint  not  only  the  po<c 
iua*ter«,  revenue  an  I  In*  officer*,  who  art 
prirperly  part  of  the  Feticral  executive, 
but  also  the  govc.  :.o.»  of  lit.  ttates.  lh 
mayors  of  cities,  the  supervisors  ot  coun 
ties,  and  even  tha  justice*  ot  the  pence  end 
local  police.  Y oil  do  not  need  to  think  I 
proftAin'Ily  to  see  *h*t  independent  e  *nd 
tree  government  would  lx*  impo»*ihlr
